Highway Should Be Completed 


Just what work will be done on Highway 23 this 
year will soon be known, now that the legislature is 
in session. 

Certainly the least that should be done is the lay¬ 
ing of the base course from Vulcan to the Comer 
Store 12 miles north. We would very much like to see 
this highway given a little priority for a change and 
further hard-surfacing done this year aiming towards 
an early link-up with the four-lane highway east of 
High River. The amount of re-building needed on the 
stretch between the Comer Store and the four-lane 
highway must be considered, of course, but some ef¬ 
fort should be made to improye the average of 12 or 
15 miles per year—which is the rate at which this 
highway is being hard-surfaced. 

No. 2 Highway from High River south is in rough 
shape and carrying a tremendous traffic load. Early 
completion of an alternate hard-surfaced route, via 
Vulcan, would be a logical and sensible move.
